description of t5%Conument 




This beautiful and imposing Monument has been executed 
by Mr. Andrew L. Petrie, of Toowong, Brisbane, Queensland; 
;and is of the best Victorian granite. It has two steps on either 
side which lead up to a square block carrying two panels in 
^bronze, on which are inscribed the names of all Officers and 
Men who have left these Workshops to fight for King and 
Empire. The bronze panels are the work of Charles Handford, 
of Brisbane. 

The Monument tapers towards the top and finishes with 
:a capitol, on which stands a 7- feet bronze figure of an 
Australian soldier, which is an excellent piece of workmanship. 

This part of the work was carried out by Messrs. 
Joseph Whitehead and Sons, of Kennington Oval, West- 
minster, London. The whole stands on a base 19 feet square, 
surrounded by kerbs. 

The height from base to top of figure is 32 feet, the 
•estimated weight being 27 tons. 

The total cost of Memorial is £1,400.
